dent;; of llio Liverpool College, Lord Derby 
usiul these rcmnrkablc words—reniarkableT 
not as comiufj from such a source, but in an 
ago like this, when materialistic and. utili- 
taviau views so largely prevent, and happi- 
ness in .some form 
or other, is made the 


almost exclusive object of pursuit. 
He 


(allc 1 upon his young hearers to remember, 
that right and wrong, honor, duty and 
country, benevolence toward men, and re- 
.spoumbility towards the unseen Power by 
which humim notions are guided and con- 
trolled,—that these are not idle phrases. In 
all countries and ages they have retained 
their meaning. They are realities which 
correspond with the tlocpct*l wants and feel- 
ings of our natiiro; and no man will feel 
himself nisi down who c'an say in his heart 
what the wisest aud best of the human race 
iiiivc prnclnimcd iu the whole tenor of their 
1 vijs: who'.her I am hajipy or unhappy,*is 
not my dnVf affair; what most, aud iirst con- 
cerns ni" 
i-; !o find my work in life, to 


rern{.,!im: i! and to do it. 


V> o rtpi.-nt it, tht'-su arc remarkable words. 


They arc what tlio young need most of all to 
have impressed upon them from the iirst,— 
the very lesson, indeed, which our loving, 
ever watchful nursing mother, the church, 
ci'nKclusKly enjoins upon her children. 
As it 


is cxpresst'd in her unrivalled catechism : 
"In Icain and labor truly to get mine own 
living, and (o do my duty in thnt state of 
life unto which it 
ulin'l please God to call 


mo." 


One very striking thought inculcated hero 


is, thnt lo got one's own living is not tho 
who!(! of duty. 
Most men make it such— 


even UK- sober, honest, industrious workers 
of tho world. 
To provide for their own, 
to 


make lln.iu comfortable, and to leave a duo 
jn-ovisioii fur thuui. they regard as about tho 
sum ifi'jil of their responsibilil}*. 
Against 


this unholy, yeKish nnd unchristian error, 
Lord Derby uttered his words of waruiuc, 
against it the rhuivh protests in teaching, 
that there is .something beyond and above 
mere living--"to do my duty/1 duty to my- 
Kelf, to my neighbor !>ud to my God ! 
All 


thcso form parts, essential parts of every 
man's duty. 
H<; is not a true mnn if be ha- 


bitually neglects any one part. 
He is not a 


wise man if he docs not strive to do all. 
He 


is not a bappy nmu—as happy as he may aud 
ought to be, if in any one of these great es- 
sentials lie falls wilfully short. 


And so the faithful apostle covers tlio 


whole ground when ho says : ''not 
sfatfifiil 


in bnxitirmi; fervent in spirit; serving the 
Lord : rejoining in hope : patient in iribula- 
lionaonlmningii'H'.ant in prayer:distributing 
ti the necessity of saints: given to hospit- 
ality/' No sluggard can be a good Christian, 
nnd no true Christian will bo otherwise thru 
industrious in business, whatever his calling 
may bo. God has joined together insepar- 
ably the component parts of a delightful 
life, and these parts can not lie severed with 
impunity. And just iu proportion as the 
severance is con>p!eter will the pcual'y. bo 
commensurate in magnitude—in part only 
it may be hero, hut to be realized to tho full 
hereafter. 


Who can cslinmlo the effects of tho full 


realization of the truth—what young man 
would over fail in his life work if he made 
it his polar star from tho bepinninc—what 
old man would fear to meet tho cud of his 
course, if it had been his habitual principle 
of action, "whether I nin happy or unhap- 
py, is not my chief affair; what most and 
tirst concerns me is to find my work in Hfo, 
and recognise it and to do it." 


Ho may well be regarded as a benefactor 


of his race, who has given expression to 
subh a noble, sentiment, and in his daily life 
mid conversation enforces it!

'Three Villages 
Ovvrtvfrclmcd and 


House-* Swept Aiviiy \vithout n 


HAYDESYILLK, MASS., Mny 1C. 


The largo rcnorvoh* about four uiles north 


of this piuuo burst about S o'clock this morn- 
ing, ami the water name rushing down tho 
hills, carrying every tiling before it. It .struck 
tho southeastern portion of 'Williiunsburg 
Village, about two milts north of this place, 
carrying away u large number of dwellings; 
thence to Skinnersville,where it swept away 
Skinner's largo silk mills And his hoarding 
tintl dwelling houses; continuing ou it struck 
tho largo brass manufactory of Hayilon. 
Gero &, Co,, sweeping it nwny in an iustaut. 
Largo stones and machinery were swept 
through tho main street at a fearful rate,and 
well-built houses were instantly crushed, not 
giving tho imn.ilcs a moment's warning. 


The ilood then struck tho village of Leedr, 


where n large number of shops, dwellings, 
&c., wcro swept away. 
The loss of lifo is 


very heavy, whole families in some instances 
having been carried away over the dams, 
and were either killed or drowned. 
It is 


impossible at this time to give the number 
of lives lost. 
Twenty three bodies so far 


Lave been taken out of the rubbish on the 
shore. 
Whole blocks of tenement houses 


filled-with women and children wore swept 
down tho stream, and all the inmates of 
course were lost. 


Tho Goshen reservoir covered one nim- 


dred and fifty acres of ground, at an nverag3 
depth of thirty feet. It was drawn upon in 
dry times for the supply of tho mills at AVil- 
liamsburg, Haydenvillo and Florence. The 
reservoir was constructed 
about 
twelve 


years ago iu order to afford ft reliable supply 
of water for tho various factories on Mill 
river, which is one of tho most fickle aud 
uncertain of streams, liable alike to floods 
and almost utter drouth. 
It was built by a 


company of the capitalists, who were in- 
terested in the various manufacturing en- 
terprises ou the stream, and has caused 
them apprehensions of disaster at several 
times. Last year, however, it was repaired 
it a heavy oxpcn.se, and since then has boon 
supposed to bo until now tolerably secure 
although known to bo lenity.

living with mo three weeks;, first saw it. 
Wo had just finished breakfast, nnd as fath- 
er looked out he saw that tlio dnm had 
started out from tho bottom.

water coming 


through at tho bottom on the onst side. 1 
nt ouce hoisted the gates nnd lot on the 
water at full head. It was too late, for just 
then tho whole cmbarkment slid out. 
I saw 


that the whole- thing would go in a moment, 
and so put bridle on my horse find started 
for the village ut full speed. I drove to Mr. 
Spellmau's to tell him the reservoir had 
given way. He said, "No, it is not possi- 
ble." I said to him I had seen it go, nnd 
stood and talked with him Knvnrn.1 niiiiiifo?. 


'What will you do?' says I. 
'Bun and 


alarm the lower mills, ho said. I told him 
my horse was used up. lie told me to go to 
the livery stable and get a fresh horse, while 
he had tho alarm bells rung. 
It looksomo 


time to rouso Belcher, 
the stable keeper, 


who did not know what to do. 
At last Mr. 


Collins Graves started on horseback to give 
the alarm in Haydenvillo. 
I started, but 


just as I got to Culver's blacksmith shop tho 
water passed by me thirty feet high, aad I 
had to run back for safety. 
I have always 


thonght the dam dangerous ever since I have 
been there. 
Last Spring when I told Mr. 


Dhnmoc-k. the president of the company, 
that the dam showed signs of weakness, ho 
almost abused me for suggesting such n 
thing. Now any ouc cim see that whoro tho 
leak started was nothing but n mess of quick- 
sand. "

If the dam is breaking, said Graves, after 
listening to Cheney's fragmentary story, the 
folks must know it, and lashing his lleot 
horso into a run, ho dashed awny toward 
Haydenville, shouting Tho reservoir is right 
here, 'tis all you can do. It was now quar- 
ter of eight and meanwhile Jlolcher and 
Cheney had mug the bell of tho Congrega- 
tional church to further warn the village 
folk's. 
On went horse nnd driver .spreading 


tho nlni'm, shouting all Iho way. 
IIo made 


directly for iho manufacturing establish- 
ment, for, &iud ho, the people could hoar it, 
but tho roar of the factories would drown 
ftuy warning for tho^oporatives.

GRAFTING APPLE TREES. 


In the New England States there is a 


largo number of thrifty npjilo trees that arc 
useful as shade and ornament, nud might be 
improved by grafting, which to do requires 
no more than common ability. A good wax 
may bo made of two [im-lt; of resiu to one 
part of iccawax (by weight) »nd a little 
linseed oil. Break the resin and beeswax 03 
liuo as convenient, anil put the three articles 
into a tin di-sb, toid have tho dish in boiling 
water until they arc thoroughly melted niid 
mixed, then turn it into cold water, and it 
is ready 
for use; 
three-quarters of a

is sufficient 
for 
one 
hundred 


scions. There is much difl'oreuco in the 
quantity 
of 
scions 
for grafting. 
Tho 


best nro thoso that start first. Tho best 
time for grafting is as soon as the buds are 
s-,rr-!!=n and tho bark is full. 


To fit the-scion for grafting, cut so ns to 


have about two buds ou a scion and about au 
inch to go into the stub. Flatten opposite 
Bides with ft sharp I;uifo, taking about half 
tho bark. 
Tnpo il little, so as to have it fit 


well nil of tho way. 
A knifc-liko thing to 


split tho stub with, may be made of a pioco 
of hoop iron <! inches long, 1 \ inches wide, 
and about ^ of nu inch thick". Bring about 
'2 inches of one side of one end to an edge. 
Wedges to open the stub with to insert tho 
scion, may be made of seasoned hard wood, 
with different sizes for the different scions 
(U inches tho best) of the stubs. Tho wax 
should bo put on carefully, to stick well, 
and keep out tho air aud water. Trees by 
the roadsides and in the pastures, are as 
profitable r.s any, as they do not interfere 
with other crops.
